Mr.  Goldin  is  now  serving  his  second 
term  as  Comptroller  of  the  City.  He  was  re¬ 
elected  to  office  by  the  largest  margin  for 
any  citywide  office  in  the  City’s  history.  He 
is  the  city’s  chief  fiscal  officer  responsible 
for  the  spending  of  $13  billion  a  year  for 
operating  expenses,  an  additional  billion 
for  capital  construction  and  the  investing  of 
over  $10  billion  in  pension  funds.  He  casts 
two  votes  on  the  City’s  Board  of  Estimate. 

Mr.  Goldin  grew  up  in  the  Bronx  and  is  a 
graduate  of  Bronx  High  School  of  Science 
where  he  was  Science  Valedictorian. 

He  graduated  from  Princeton  University 
summa  cum  laude  and  held  the  Woodrow 
Wilson  Fellowship  in  the  Department  of 
Government  of  the  Harvard  University 
Graduate  School.  He  then  went  on  to  re¬ 
ceive  his  law  degree  from  Yale  Law  School 
where  he  was  articles  editor  of  the  Yale  Law 
Journal.  He  is  a  member  of  Phi  Beta  Kap¬ 
pa.

The  Melody  Lingers  On 

Saturday,  May  8,  was  like  a  beautiful 
piece  of  music  to  us.  But  unlike  some 
music,  which  is  forgotten  when  it  stops,  the 
melody  of  this  music  lingers  on.  The  syna¬ 
gogue  service,  the  crowded  pews,  the 
beautifully  decorated  and  festooned  Hall  of 
Worship,  the  festive  meal,  and  the  stirring 
words  by  all,  were  sights  and  sounds  never 
to  be  forgotten  by  us.  It  was  not  just  that  it 
is  human  to  enjoy  hearing  nice  things  said 
about  you,  it  was  much  more  than  that. 
There  was  a  feeling,  an  atmosphere,  an  am¬ 
bience,  a  warmth  that  were  all  almost 
palpable.  We  felt  a  surge  of  friendship  from 
all  the  people  present  which  warmed  our 
hearts  and  renewed  our  spirits.  It  is  no 
secret  that  the  life  of  a  rabbi  and  his  family 
is  not  always  an  easy  one.  The  rabbi  works 
with  words,  the  only  equipment  he  posses¬ 
ses.  With  words  he  tries  to  influence,  to  in¬ 
spire,  to  inform,  to  comfort,  to  cheer,  and 
perhaps  to  change  the  listener’s  thoughts, 
his  feelings,  his  attitudes  and  his  moods.  In 
a  very  real  sense  he  works  in  the  dark,  never 
knowing  if  and  when  he  has  ignited  a  flame, 
or  made  any  difference  at  all  in  somebody 
else’s  life.  Sometimes  he  is  discouraged, 
often  he  is  frustrated  and  always  he 
wonders  whether  he  is  achieving  any  success 
at  all.  But  he  himself  is  a  believer  and  an  op¬ 
timist,  and  he  continues  in  his  chosen  path. 
Day  after  day,  year  after  year,  he  persists 
and  goes  on  teaching  and  preaching  and 
touching  people  at  ordinary  and  extraor¬ 
dinary  moments  in  their  lives. 

The  one  day  such  as  May  8,  the  jigsaw 
puzzle  is  put  together  and  an  integrated, 
meaningful  picture  emerges  and  suddenly 
everything  makes  sense.  There  is  a  design,

The  Twinning  Project  enables  a  young 
man/woman  in  the  United  States  to 
“share”  his/her  Bar/Bat  Mitzvah  with  a 
young  man/woman  living  in  the  Soviet 
Union  who  is  denied  the  same  opportunity 
as  a  result  of  official  Soviet  policy.  This 
proxy  ceremony  in  essence  links  one  part  of 
the  Jewish  people  with  another,  increases 
our  awareness  of  the  plight  of  Soviet  Jewry, 
stresses  the  importance  of  the  concept  “all 
Israel  is  responsible  for  one  another”  and 
provides  support,  a  feeling  of  solidarity,  on 
the  part  of  our  children  with  children  of  the 
same  age  in  the  Soviet  Union. 

The  National  Conference  on  Soviet  Jew¬ 
ry  provides  families  in  the  United  States 
who  express  an  interest  in  participating  in 
this  project  with  guidelines  for  correspond¬ 
ing  with  the  Jewish  family  living  in  the 
Soviet  Union,  information  on  how  to  send 
them  small  packages  and  even  how  to  make 
phone  calls  to  them.
